When every political observer in 
France started guessing on the dura- 
tion of The Hague Conference, most 
of them built their calculations upon 
She intricate problems to be un- 
ravelcd, but M. Plerre Audiat, a 
Parisian popular writer, took a dif- 
ferent view of the matter. The Hague 
is a fine little city, he said, but it 
is a ttle sombre. On a rainy day 
it's even worse. After the delegates 
and experts have seen the tulip 
fields and taken a ride or two out to 
Scheveningen, the seaside resort 
nearby, they won't have any more 
change of scenery. Night life in The 
Hague simply does not exist. It's 
worse than Bruges, says M. Audiat. 
There hasn't been a scandal in Hol- 
land for three centuries, he adds, 
And he intimates that none is likely 
to occur when so many strangers are 
present. The Dutch are extremely 
Well behaved when strangers are 
around. From the very beginning 
The Hague Conference was marked 
by boredom. The Parisiennes who 
accompanied the French delegation 
in the Capacity of stenographers, 
sixty of them, were writing home 
within a week that they were home- 
sick. And when the stenographers 
start to complain, the statesmen are 
not far behind.

Now that M, Poincare ig tempo- 
rarily, at least, out of the political 
game in France, his life and work 
are for the first time examined at 
Jetsure by various writers. Casting 
@ glance over the ensemble of this 
recent analytical literature on the 
subject of M. Poincare, one ts struck 
by the little love or affection in 
which he is held. He ts admired and 
praised and even his most ruthless 
critics are forced to admit his integ- 
rity and patriotism, but none speaks 
® word of affection or esteem on the 
man who has given unsparingly of 
his time and energy for France. He 
could have retired ten years - ago, 
after his term as President of the 
Republic came to an end, but he 

. took on new burdens when the in- 
flation period began, knowing full 
well that his task would be an un- 
grateful one and totally devold of 
glory.

Blankets Better Than 
$eavy Quilt | 


Science has explained many stperst!- 
tions. In recent years it hag even at- 
tacked old superstitions about bedding. 
Although good housewives have known 
for years that light bedcovers are 
warmest, many people still think heavy 
covers ar2 best, and on cold nights pile 
on all the weight they can find, 

Experiments prove, however, accord- 
ing to the New York State Colleges of 
Agriculture and Home Economics, that 
several layers of light, fluffy blankets 
hold the heat better than heavy, 
tightly woven blankets and quilts. This 
is because still air does not conduct 
heat. When chambers of air are impris- 
oned In the bedding they retain all the 
warmth of the body. 

Down or wool puffs and fluffy all- 
wool blankets are the warmest bed cov- 
ers because they contain many tiny 
chambers of still air. These air cham- 
bers are formed in the spinning and 
weaving when the wool fibres, natur- 
ally elastic, spring back from each 
other, leaving tiny air spaces. If these 
chambers of still air are forced out of 
a .blanket, it will become heavy and 
lose warmth. 

In selecting your winter supply, 
choose blankets that are Nght weight, 
spongy, slightly wiry, and that have a 
deep fuzz or napped surface. t
